The objects 
ove cwoorted to have been erange colored amd all of Shem neaa to have been 
travebling at about the same speed as a large commercial airliner, {lL 
obsurvers resort that the objests appeared from the north sad travelled oouth, 
surtheast, southwest.

The descriptions jiven by all 
observers uppear to be quite aceurate in fast thab 011 descristions parallel 
cae spother, The time of the first sizhting was ut apsroninstaly 21,5 hours, 
the seoond sigatiag 2215 howe end the third signbing 2300 bours.
